The French advance is being op­ 
posed by the German border patrols. 
The war office says the French army of invasion 
includes nearly 75,000 men. It is accompanied by hea­ 
vy artillery, and a detachment of aviators. 
Three German regiments have been dispatched to 
engage the invaders.
